Of all the ruined kirks 
that 
lie 
around 
Edinburgh, 
Gleneorse 
will 
ever be to many the 
best 
beloved. 
Perhaps it is that its old-world beau­ 
ty en dears it to the heart of everyone. 
Perhaps it is that it lives in memory 
more fragrantly because of its 
im­ 
perishable associations 
with Robert 
Louis Sevenson. 
But like all ancient 
places it has a story that glows with 
interest. 
The first church of Gleneorse stood 
in the Logan Valley—one of the most 
picturesque valleys in the 
Pent land 
Hills of Scotland. 
This was the kirk 
of St. Catherine of the Hopes, whose 
ruins now lie beneath the waters of 
the Gleneorse reservoir. 
In very dry 
seasons men have walked all around 
its low and 
mud-silled 
foundations 
and through its litle burying ground, 
where the memorials lie with some of 
their inscriptions 
still 
underfaced. 
But now it is a ruin fhat is almost 
forgotten. 
The situation of its 
successor 
is 
both secluded and 
beautiful, 
for it 
stands on a mossy knoll within sight 
of the Gleneorse burn, and only when 
the great trees are 
bare 
may 
its 
quaint wooden spire be described from 
the byway. 
Today 
the woods 
that 
environ it are rippling with bird mu­ 
sic, and I can smell the sweet scents 
«»f 
summertime, 
writes 
A. Wood 
Smith 
in 
the 
Edinburgh 
Weekly 
Scotsman. 
Here surely is a spot that 
men chose well when they gathered 
the stones together and erected 
thi 
lutle sanctuary in 1647. 
From 
the 
Presbytery Records we can recaptun 
the atmosphere of these bygone days; 
we can recall the scenes that are now 
effaced, and we can think of the dif­ 
ficulties that men had to contend with 
when they came this way to worship. 
In 1648 
it 
is 
recorded 
that the 
manse was 
a 
very 
incommodious 
building, situated within half a mile 
of the church. 
Between the tw*o flow 
ed the 
Gleneorse 
burn. 
Before 
its 
copious waters were dammed back in 
the green glen it was often in flood, 
and, being unspanned by any bridge 
in those day’s, was sometimes impas­ 
sable either on foot or on horseback. 
This circumstance led to an appeal 
for ground close 
to 
the 
church on 
which a schoolhouse and chamber for 
the minister could be built, so 
that 
be might retire to it between sermons 
when severe weather made it undesir­ 
able for him to return to the manse. 
This ground however, was not g ran t­ 
ed. 
By 1651 a portion of the wall of 
the church had become ruinous, 
and 
was likely 
to 
collapse. 
Precautions 
were taken by propping it up 
with 
timber, but so deep had the fear lie- 
come rooted in the minds of the peo­ 
ple that many became afraid of resort 
to it. 
On 
December 
26. 1695, 
the 
church was destroyed by fire, but wa> 
rebuilt again in 1699. 
It was thor­ 
oughly repaired in 1811, when 
the 
tower was added, with a short stair 
leading up to the gallery. 
The anci 
ent baptismal font discovered 
then 
in deepening the floor, is now in use 
in the fine new church nearby. 
When Prince Charlie and his High- 
and followers were in Edinburgh in 
745, the pari-h of Gleneorse lived in 
terror. 
On that September Sabbath 
when the dragoons had reached Cor- 
storphine, Mr. John Philip of Green- 
aw* sent a leter to his wife at Glen- 
coTse church informing 
her 
of the 
alarming news. 
The Rev. John Wil­ 
son ‘deterred the 
people 
in 
church 
with a long sermon and an ill-timed 
exhortation”. 
One of the elders slip­

brought to its roofless walls. And yet 
it i- little over half a century since 
Robert Louis Stevenson came to wor­ 
ship with his father 
there. 
In 
the 
excellent Stevenson collection at Ed­ 
inburgh, there is a photograph of the 
church as it was in his day. 
It shows 
the spire against the sky, the 
plain 
bare w-alls, the simple latticed 
win­ 
dows. the two transepts and 
their 
outside stairs leading to 
the 
laird’s 
lofts, the steep slated roof with 
the 
funnel from the stove peeping 
thru 
and the Rev. 
Alexander 
Torrence — 
“that old shepherd of let-well-alone" 
standing in the foreground. 
Now perhaps the most interesting 
feature is the south transept with its 


partition wall with lobby, stair and 
vestry. 
Yet in the narrow confines of 
the kirk there were 18ff sittings, and 
in 
Stevenson's 
day 
several of the 
most prominent men were members of 
the congregation. Perhaps no one was 
more venerated than Lord President 
Engl is, the lord justice general 
of 
Scotland. 
When dean of the faculty 
of advocates he acquired the estate 
of Gleneorse and Rullion Green, 
and 
several years later, on the death 
of 
his brother, he succeeded to Logan- 
bank. 
Robert Louis Stevenson gives 
us a 
happy insight into this great judge’s 
interest in the humble kirk, when in 
a letter to Mrs. Sitwell he writes: “I 
was at that beautiful church my petit 
poeme en prose was about—old Tor- 
icnce preached—over 80, and a relic 
of times forgotten, with his 
black 
thread gloves and mild 
old 
foolish 
face. 
One of the nicest parts of it 
was to see John Inglis, the greatest 
man in Scotland, our justice-general, 
and the only born lawyer I ever heard, 
listening to the piping 
old body as 
though it had been a revelation, grave 
and respectful". 
N >r must w’e forget 
to mention Prof. Patrick Fraser Tyt- 
re, the historian of Scotland, 
w'ho, 
through the Rev. Alexander Torrence, 
came into possession of Queen Mary’s 
gold watch. The passages in Steven­ 
son which make reference to the kirk 
are now too well known 
to mention. 
But it is interesting to note that the 
Bible over w*hich Mr. Torrence wav­ 
ed his black thread gloves is now in 
the if. L. S. collection along with sev­ 
eral photographs of the old worthy— 
relics 
which 
all 
Stevenson lovers 
should not miss seeing. 
There is a charm about the old kirk- 
yard that never fail-. All day long the 
sunshine streams through 
the trees, 
making a beautiful mosaic pattern of 
cast shadows over the green 
mossy 
grass. 
Here and there i- an open out­ 
look with a peep of the world’s beau­ 
ty lying beyond. 
The plain building 
at the entrance gate is 
the 
session 
house, where R. L. S. must often have 
seen the elders standing at the plate. 
As you walk 
among 
the 
graves 
there are ancient stones everywhere— 
-tones that repres- nt death 
with 
a 
grim reality. 
On some of them you 
will see a well-carved gardener’s reel 
or a pair of mill stones to remind you 
of the vocation in life of those 
who 
now lie "buried here. 
On another 
is 
the quaintly exprt sed and unconsci­ 
ously humorous inscription: 
Death is not care, it is not pain, 
But it is rest and peace; 
Death makes all our terrors vain, 
And bi<is our prments cease.

is 
for 
to 
mark the

Where Mary Simpson lies; 
Lawful wife to John McKean, 
Till death did close her eyes. 
Departed life at Mayfield Lodge, 
The sixteenth of July, 
Eighteen hundred and forty-two, 
Where she did calmly die. 
But it is to the two memorials that

Near the northeast corner 
of the church is one to Charles

The war had already lasted 
for ten years, and was yet to last for 
fifteen year m »re. 
Many 
thousands 
were fighting in the quarrel 
who had 
been unborn when it broke out. 
In 1807 it was estimated that there 
were 50,000 French prisoners in Bri­ 
tain. 
Many of them were confined in 
Edinburgh Ca t|e, and at Kelso, 
Eel- 
kirk, Jedburgh, Melrose, Penicuik and 
Gleneorse. 
W< 
read 
in 
Lockhart’s 
“Life of Scott’’ that French officers 
were on pai 
at Melrose, and that 
Sir Walter and I^ady Scott were par­ 
ticularly kind and hospitable to them. 
The old man ion of Greenlaw 
had 
tieen some y» ars before converted in­ 
to a depot fm French prisoners 
of 
war and 211 prisoners were crews of 
privateers. The greater

them had been three for years. These 
men were extremely 
turbulent, 
and 
required violent coercion at all times 
to prevent them escaping.

ing that the incomes of farm s in the 
tuntry suffered a very serious 
de- 
"•;w> for the fiscal year ending June 
’<», 1927. 
During that year, as com ­ 
pared with the fiscal year ending with 
Iune 30, 1926, the gross incomes of 
the American farm ers decreased five 
per cent, while net incomes of 
the 
\m erican farm ers decdeased five per 
cent, while net incomes decreased 20 
per cent. 
For the fiscal 
year 
1926-27, 
the 
gross income from farm s was 
$12,- 
0X0,000,000, according to the D ep art­ 
ment of Agriculture, while for 
the 
fiscal year 1925-26. they were $12,- 
070.000.000, a decrease 
of 
approxi­ 
mately $600,000.000. 
For the last fiscal year, the net in- 
nie fiom farm s was $2,440,000,000, 
a decrease of tw enty per cent as com ­ 
pared with the fiscal year 1926-26. 
The decreases were due to lower 
prices for cotton, feed grains 
of all 
I- ind- and apples and potatoes, com ­ 
bined with -teadily m ounting costs of 
production*to the* farm ers. 
Thi- severe shrinkage in the fa rm ­ 
ers’ incomes, which if continued a few 
years longer, would force them either 
into bankruptcy or to quit the farm , 
all happened during the year 
that 
tariff favored special 
interests, like 
the U. S. Steel Corporation, the Mel- 
lon-owned aluminum trust and other 
great trusts, were piling up am ong 
the largest earnings in their history.

corruption dominated Indiana politics 
in recent years.

William H. Remy, Marion 
County 
Prosecutor, and his special assistants, 
who spent 
considerable 
time 
today 
studying the material turned over 
to 
them last week, were responsible 
for 
the statement that original copies of 
purported contracts and 
agreements 
had been found in the boxew. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Marion 
County 
grand jury was wading into a mass 
of other dnta, having been instructed 
earlier in the day to turn their 
at­ 
tention to 
the 
charges 
which first 
were made nine months ngo by Step­ 
henson through Thomas II. Adams, 
published of 
the 
Vincennes 
(Ind.) 
Commercial. 
Until today the 
grand 
jury—the 
third to sit since the charges 
first 
were 
made—had not been instructed 
to make an investigation. Judge Jas. 
A. Collins 
of 
the 
Marion 
County 
Crimminal Court told the jurors they 
should proceed into an inquiry, “in­ 
to wilful and corrupt misconduct 
in 
public offices of every description”, as 
provided by law. 
The grand jury was also instructed 
to inquire “into the violation of crim­ 
inal laws generally.” 
The material 
available to the grand jury at 
the 
present time is that which was 
ex­ 
amined by the two other grand juries 
and which was impounded by 
Judge 
Collins when no indictments were re­ 
turned. 
The documents 
from 
the 
black boxes will not be available for 
sveeral days, he advised 
the jurors, 
because the prosecutor and his assist­ 
ants will need some time

Of all the ruined kirks 
that 
lie 
around 
Edinburgh, 
Gleneorse 
will 
ever be to many the 
best 
beloved. 
Perhaps it is that its old-world beau- 
ty endears it to the heart of everyone. 
Perhaps it is that it lives in memory 
more fragrantly l>eeause of its 
im­ 
peris hable associations 
with Robert 
Louis Sevrnson. 
But like all ancient 
places it has a story that glows with 
interest. 
The first church of Gleneorse stood 
in the Logan Valley—one of the most 
picturesque valleys in the 
Pentland 
Hills of Scotland. 
This was the kirk 
of St. Catherine of the Hopes, whose 
ruins now lie beneath the waters of 
the Gleneorse reservoir. 
In very dry 
easons men have walked all around 
its low and 
mud-silled 
foundations 
and through it® litle burying ground, 
where the memorials lie with some of 
their inscriptions 
still 
underfaced. 
But now it is a ruin fhat is almost 
forgotten. 
The situation of its 
successor 
is 
both secluded and 
beautiful, 
for it 
tarnls on a mossy knoll within sight 
of the Gleneorse burn, and only when 
the great trees are 
bare 
may 
its 
quaint wooden spire he described from 
the byway. 
Today 
the woods 
that 
environ it are rippling with bird niu- 
ie, and I can smell the sweet scents 
f 
summertime, 
writes 
A. Wood 
Smith 
in 
the 
Edinburgh 
Weekly 
Scotsman. 
Here surely is a spot that 
men chose well when they gathered 
the stones together and erected 
this 
little sanctuary in 1647. 
From 
the 
Presbytery Records we can recapture 
the atmosphere of these bygone days; 
we can recall the scenes that are now 
effaced, and we can think of the dif­ 
ficulties that men had to contend with 
when they came this way to worship. 
In 164H 
it 
is 
recorded 
that the 
manse was 
a 
very 
incommodious 
building, situated within half a mile 
of the church. 
Between the two flow­ 
ed the 
Gleneorse 
burn. 
Before 
its 
copious waters were dammed hack in 
the green glen it was often in flood, 
and, being unspanned by any bridge 
in those days, was sometimes impas­ 
sable either on foot or on horseback. 
This circumstance led to an appeal 
for ground close 
to 
the 
church on 
which a schoolhouse and chamber for 
the minister could he built, so 
that 
he might retire to it between sermons 
when severe weather made it undesir­ 
able for him to return to the manse. 
This ground however, was not grant­ 
ed. 
By 1651 a portion of the wall of 
the church had become ruinous, 
and 
was likely 
to 
collapse. 
Precautions 
were taken by propping it up 
with 
timber, but so deep had the fear 1**- 
come rooted in the minds of the peo­ 
ple that many became afraid of resort 
to it. 
On 
December 
26, 1695, 
the 
church was destroyed by fire, hut was 
rebuilt again in 1699. 
It was thor­ 
oughly repaired in 1811, when 
the 
tower was added, with a short stair 
leading up to the gallery. 
The anci­ 
ent baptismal font discovered 
then 
in deepening the floor, is now in use 
in the fine new church nearby. 
When Prince Charlie and his High­ 
land followers were in Edinburgh in 
1745, the parish of Gleneorse lived in 
terror. 
On that September Sabbath 
when the dragoons had reached Cor- 
storphine, Mr. John Philip of Green­ 
law -ent a leter to his wife at Glen- 
cofse church informing 
her 
of the 
alarming news. 
The Rev. John Wil- 
*on ‘deterred the 
people 
in 
church 
with a long sermon and an ill-timed 
exhortation”. 
One of the elders slip­ 
ped off to drive some horses to 
the 
hills. 
When the at my moved south 
some of them came to the 
ford 
of 
Glencor*e water and knocked at 
the 
manse, hut did not get in. 
Some 
of 
them returned to the Howgate “and 
took free quarter at Charles 
Stra- 
ton’s, had all his papes ami ale put 
on a large fyer, and drunk a bottle of 
whiscke, went into the weedow wom­ 
an Brown’s and spoyled her howse”. 
On a subsequent visit to the manse 
they seized the minister’s horse 
and 
all they could lay hands on. 
But these stirring days are 
now 
dim, and a* we stand gazing at 
the 
ruins of this old gray kirk we 
are 
conscious of the beauty that time ha- 
brought to its roofless walls. And yet 
it is little over half a century since 
Robert Louis Stevenson came to wor­ 
ship with his father 
there. 
In 
the 
excellent Stevenson collection at Ed­ 
inburgh, there is a photograph of the 
church as it was in his day. 
It shows 
the spire against the sky, the 
plain 
hare walls, the simple latticed 
win­ 
dows, the two transepts and 
their 
outside stairs leading to 
the 
laird’s 
lofts, till* s te ep slated roof writh 
the 
funnel from the stove peeping 
thru 
and the Rev. 
Alexander 
Torrence— 
“that old shepherd of let-well-alone” 
standing in the foreground. 
Now perhaps the most interesting 
feature is the south transept with its 
pretty traceried window in the form 


partition wall with lobby, stair and 
vestry. 
Yet in the narrow confines of 
the kirk there were 18ff sittings, and 
in 
Stevenson’s 
clay 
several of the 
most prominent men were members of 
the congregation. Perhaps no one was 
more venerated than laird President 
Englis, the lord justice general 
of 
Scotland. 
When dean of the faculty 
of advocates he acquired the estate 
of Gleneorse and Rullion Green, 
and 
several years later, on the death 
of 
his brother, he succeeded to Logan- 
bank. 
Robert Louis Stevenson gives 
us a 
happy insight into this great judge’s 
interest in the humble kirk, when in 
a letter to Mrs. Sitwell he writes: “ I 
was at that beautiful church my petit 
pocme on prose was about—old Tor- 
tence preached—over 89, and a relic 
of times forgotten, with his 
black 
thread gloves and mild 
old 
foolish 
face. 
One of the nicest parts of it 
was to see John tnglis, the greatest 
man in Scotland, our justice-general, 
and the only horn lawyer I ever hoard, 
listening to the piping 
old body as 
though it had been a revelation, grave 
and respectful”. 
N**r must we forget 
to mention Prof. Patrick Fraser Tyt- 
're, the historian of Scotland, 
who, 
through the Rev. Alexander Torrence, 
came into possession of Queen Mary’s 
gold watch. The pn*sages in Steven- 
on which make reference to the kirk 
are now too well known 
to mention. 
But it is interesting to note that the 
Bible over w’hich Mr. Torrence wav­ 
ed his black thread gloves is now in 
the R. L. S. collect ion along with sev­ 
eral photographs of the old worthy— 
relics 
which 
all 
Stevenson lovers 
should not miss seeing. 
There is a charm about the old kirk- 
yard that never fail*. All day long the 
sunshine streams through 
the trees, 
making a beautiful mosaic pattern of 
cast shadows over th** green 
mossy 
grass. Here and there is an open out­ 
look with a peep of the world’s beau­ 
ty lying beyond. 
The plain building 
at the entrance gate is 
the 
session 
house, where R. L. S. must often have 
seen the elders standing at the plate. 
As you walk 
among 
the 
graves 
there are ancient stones everywhere— 
stones that represent death 
with 
a 
grim reality. 
On some of them you 
will see a well-carved gardener’s reel 
or a pair of mill stones to remind you 
of the vocation in life of those 
who 
now lie "buried here. 
On another 
is 
the quaintly expn- *ed and unconsci­ 
ously humorous inscription: 
Death is not care, it is not pain, 
But it is rest and peace; 
Death make* all our terrors vain, 
And bids our ‘^rm ents cease. 
This 
stone 
is 
for 
to 
mark the 
ground 
Where Mary Simpson lies; 
law ful wife to John McKean, 
Till death did close her eyes. 
Departed life at Mayfield Lodge, 
The sixteenth of July, 
Eighteen hundred and forty-two, 
Where she did calmly die. 
But it is to the two memorials that 
appealed to 
Stevenson that we turn 
out steps. 
Near the northeast corner 
of the church is one to Charles 
Cot­ 
tier, the French prisoner-t—the 
only 
named Frenchman in the district hav­ 
ing a stone to his memory. 
The oth­ 
er is in remembrance of a soldier’s lit 
tie 
child 
Catherine 
O gg—whose 
name is carefully inscribed on a plain 
school slate. The story of the French 
prisoner is a sad account of the bloody 
Napoleonic times. 
At the opening of 
the 
nineteenth 
century all Europe 
was 
an 
armed 
camp. 
The war had already lasted 
for ten years, and was yet to last for 
fifteen year more. 
Many 
thousands 
were fighting in the quarrel 
who had 
been unborn when it broke out. 
In 1807 it was estimated that there 
were 50,000 I rench prisoners in Bri 
tain. 
Many of them were confined in 
Edinburgh Ca He, and at Kel.so, 
Eel 
kirk, Jedburgh. Melrose, Penicuik and 
Gleneorse. 
We read 
in 
Lockhart’s 
“ Life of Scott” that French officers 
w«*r<* on parole at Melrose, and that 
Sir Walter and I^ady Scott were par­ 
ticularly kind and hospitable to them. 
The old mansion of Greenlaw 
had 
been some years before converted in­ 
to a depot foi French prisoners 
of 
war and 211 prisoners were crews of 
privateers. The greater 
number 
of 
them had been three for years. These 
men were extremely 
turbulent, 
and 
required violent coercion at all times 
to prevent them escaping. 
On the night of Wednesday, Jan u­ 
ary 1, 1807, Ensign Hugh Maxwell of 
the Lanarkshire militia, then between 
22 and 23 years of age, was the officer 
on guard 
He had gone his rounds 
and inspected the prison after dark, 
and given orders for 
extinguishing 
the light 
He then retired to 
the 
guardroom, when presently a 
ser­ 
geant of the regiment reported 
that 
there was an alarming noise in one of 
the largest rooms, from which he as­ 
sumed that the prisoners were engag­ 
ed in an attempt to escape.

the apprehension of the ensign.

high court of justiciary at Edinburgh 
for the murder of the prisoner.

ensign was ably defended by Mr. Gil­ 
lies and Mr. Jeffrey. The defense was 
mainly that Maxwell was a soldier, an

The written orders issued by the ad­ 
jutant general at Greenlaw were put

The written 
orders 
stated 
that 
where there were no other means of 
preventing the escape of a prisoner, 
the sentinne! might fire upon him. Be­ 
sides these orders, the officer under­ 
stood that there existed verbal orders 
to the effect that in the event of lights 
not being extinguished or noise 
not 
ceasing at 9 o’clock, when the drum 
went round, he should give two 
re­ 
peated calls, and in the event of both 
being disobeyed, should order the sen- 
tinnel to lire upon the mutineers. Up­ 
on six former occasions that had been 
done without fatal result. 
The case occupied the court for two 
days. 
The jury by a majority found 
the ensign guilty of culpable homi­ 
cide, ami he w*as sentenced to impris­ 
onment within the Tolbooth of Can- 
ongate for nine months.

The tomb­ 
stone hearing French name 
in

ancient burying ground attracts

attention of visitors, who, 
knowing 
nothing about the Napoleonic wars, 
mravel how sons of France came to 
end their days in the shadow of Car- 
nethy.— K. C. Times.

anim als in the preserve a ttra c ts 
in­ 
creasing thousands of visitors each 
year. 
The gam e preserve at present j 
contains 150 buffalo, 144 elk, and 18 
antelope, as well as m any species 
of 
wild birds protected there, including 
grouse and quail. 
A large shipm ent of a wasp, a p a r­ 
asite of the Ja p an e se beetle, was re- 
eeived from Korea during June. 
The 
p arasites were shipped as adults 
in 
specially 
prepared 
tins 
containing 
supplies of w ater and food. 
The sue-1 
cess of the shipment was rem arkable, 
according to the Bureau of Entomolo­ 
gy of the United S tates D epartm ent 
of A griculture, as 80 per cent of the 
p arasites came through in good con­ 
dition after being 20 days en route.. 
The wasps were used in part for im ­ 
m ediate colonization and in p a rt for 
propagation, the la tte r resulting 
ini 
the production of about 15,000 eggs. 
The parasitized beetle larvae bearing 
these eggs were tran sferred from the 
laboratory at Riverton, N. J., to 
the 
field, where, under norm al conditions 
they are able to 
develop 
into 
adult 
wasps. 
Some w asps of this species 
are being colonized on Long Island, 
w here they are being used in 
work 
against the Asiatic beetle, another in­ 
jurious introduced pest. 


A ttention to the food supply 
and 
nesting cover of quail and to 
con­ 
trolling the natural enem ies of these 
b u d s will result in 
better 
develop­ 
ment t»f quail preserves, according to 
the Biological Survey of th e United 
S tates D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture, 
which is participating in a co-opera­ 


tive quail investigation in 
northern 
Florida and southern Georgia. 
De­ 
struction caused by wind, rain, 
and 
fire cannot be controlled, but animal 
enemies may be kept in check. 
The 
investigation has shown that am ong 
natural enemies that eat quail eggs or 
prey on the nestings, the greatest de­ 
struction is wrought by skunks, cot­ 
ton rats, and snakes, although opos­ 
sums, raccoons, weasels, cats, hawks, 
owls and crows also cause some loss­ 
es. 
The fur bearers have been best 
controlled by trapping ami the cot­ 
ton rats by poisoning. 
Snakes depend 
on cotton rats for food, as well a.s on 
other small rodents, so that if 
the 
num bers of the cotton rats are 
re 
duced, the snakes may go elsewhere. 
Cooper hawks are destructive to quail 
and may be controlled by destroying 
their nests. 
Marsh hawks prey upon 
cotton rats and kill very few 
quail 
ami may be considered beneficial.
